manufactured goods at the time and in the condition, specified in the original 
orders The Rumanian Governments for example, must pay 200 ,.000 lei per day 
for every day beyond the agreed delivery dato for a locomotive « 

2 0 Soviet commissions almost always find some pretext to refuse acceptance of 
locomotives at the tine of final inspection before delivery* On one occasion 
such a commission discovered that the needle of a dial, which the original 
order had specified was to be painted rod, was in fact another color® Although 
this item could have been corrected to specification in a few minutes, the 
Soviet authorities refused to continue the inspection and announced that it 
would resume its work throe days later* This delay cost the Rumanian Govern^ 
mont GOO s 000 lei in penalties®
